$50,000 to refrain from attacking 
Manila with his army; for the sum 
of $250,000 he offers to surrender 
his army after a sham, battle, both 
sides firing into the air, and for the 
sum of $500,000 he says he will pro- 
cure the overthrow of the insurrect- 
ion and the capture of Aguinaldo, 
Parteno and other leaders. 
In the 


course of the communication, he 
refers to Aguinaldo in contempteous 
terms, indicating that strained re- 
lations exist between them. 


WOULD SIEZE OTIS. 


Reports are being received from 


the districts occupied by the enemy, 
that the Filipinos believe that Pio 
del Pilar has an audacious plan to 
break through the American lines 
Into Manila and sieze General Otis 
and the archbishop. 


Possibly those rumors were started 


with an Idea of helping him to make 
a deal with the Americans. 


It is unnecessary to Bay that the 


Americans would welcome an attack 
of that sort. 


There has been much speculation 


of late regarding the whereabouts of 
Pio del Plar. The recent attack at 
La Loma is credited to his men. 


It is believed that he is now in the 


vicinity of San Mateo Valley, with 
a force of from 1,800 to 3,000 men. 


THE SPANIARDS SLAIN. 


Ten Spanish soldiers, who were 


captured by the Filipinos and for 
a time acted as officers and members 
of a Filipino artillery regiment, lo- 
cated in the vicinity of Santa Rosa, 
in the Laguna de Bay district, de- 
termined to surrender the artillery 
to the Americans. 


The plot was discovered by the 


Filipinos, who killed seven of the 
conspirators, the other three mak- 
ing their escape to Manila. 


It appears that when the surrend- 


er was determined upon the Span- 
iards delegated one of their number 
to proceed to Manila and to propose 
to General Otis to surrender, after 
a pre-arranged mock battle, about

Attached to the affidavit 


submitted by City Attorney Sham- 
baugh was a copy of the ordinance. 
Dr. Rauch was present with his at- 
torney, John. H. Aiken, and entered 
a plea of not guilty. 


Mr. Aiken made a motion to quash 


the affidavit, claiming first that 
was defective because of failure to 
name the section or sections allegeo 
to have been violated. He next read 
section 2 of the amended ordinance, 
which provides for the arrest of the 
vehicle, and not of a person riding 
or driving, and claimed that under 
this section Dr. Rauch had violated 
no ordinance.

;he ordinance was unconstitutional 
The legislature, he said, gives au- 
thority to cities to charge a license 
only when otherwise an act would 
be unlawful, and it certainly was 
not unlawful for a citizen to use the 
streets of the city for travel.

davit be quashed. 


City Attorney Shambaugh 
asked 


for privilege to amend the complaint 
by inserting the sections alleged to 
have been violated, nnd the mayor 
allowed the amendment to be made.
